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NECC forms affiliation 


The Department of Nursing of 
Northern Essex Community College, has 
expanded its clinical teaching resources 
with the addition of Pease Air Force Base 
Hospital in Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 
The Department currently utilizes fifteen 
hospitals, five community schools, and 
eleven physician’s offices for student 
experience. 

The addition of this medical center 
provides the nursing department with the 
resources of the most modern military 
complex in New England. During the late 
1960's the Department of Defense 
recognized the need for an updated, 
modern health care facility in the New

The six ‘little beauties stood in front of 
the audience like a herd of cattle at a 
farmer’s auction.

The highlight of Farrel’s demonstration 
was the beauty contest, which was in ac- 
tuality, a body contest. The major task of 
this liberated author, was to get the not- 
so-liberated male members of the 
audience on stage to participate in the 
contest. Unaware of what such an 
endeavor would entail, about twenty-five 
men found their way to the front of the 
room; some willingly, most however, un- 
willingly. Lined-up facing the audience, 
the men were instructed to drop any in- 
hibitions and display their physiques with 
wild abandon. Pivoting upon Farrel’s re- 
quest, each contestant was asked to sub- 


England area. After much debate, Pease 
Air Force Base was selected as the site for 
the construction of a Composite Medical 
Complex.

The audience did finally arrive at a 
decision and selected the winner, but not 
before six finalists were chosen; at this 
point there was a question and answer 
session and a talent contest. The majority 
of the contestants chose to tell rather racy 
jokes or recite controversial little ditties. 
However, the act that stole the audience’s 
heart was performed by Frank Paolini 
who sang a song from the play “The Miss 
Hamden Beauty Pageant.” Consequently 
the audience found Paolini the winner. 

Farrel has appeared on the Barabara 
Walters “Today” show, the “Tomorrow” 
show and “Not for Women Only”’. 

His unique approach to role reversal 
held the attention of about one-hundred 
students until one-o’clock, when the 
audience returned to their traditional 
roles as males and females; perhaps they 
were no more liberated than when they 
arrived, but nonetheless, impressed in 
some way by Farrel’s unconventional 
methods.

A 
place where knowledge becomes danger- 
ous is where we haven't found the consen- 
sus as to where the limits are and where 
we will begin to say NO. 

I think the government should give 
some encouragement to those who want to 
do research in this area up to certain 
limits.

Language Requirement - College of 
Arts and Sciences faculty has recently 
changed its policy regarding exemption 
from the language requirement. Students 

who have taken four years of a high school 


language or three years of one language 
and two of another language will no longer 
automatically be exempted from the 
language requirement. Beginning with the 
January Semester these students will 
have to pass a language exemption 
examination. There will be no exemption 
examinations for students who complete 
the (two year) language requirement in 
the community college or in other 
colleges. These students will receive 
automatic exemptions. We strongly urge 
you to encourage your students to meet 
the language requirement prior to 
transfer.

Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation is a 


fairly new concept and its use is growing, 


widely in the United States; yet far too 
many people are still unfamiliar with it. 
CPR is the treatment which externally 
supports the circulation and respiration of 
a person in cardiac arrest. 

Cardio pertains to the heart, pulmonary 
to the lungs, and resuscitation is just what 
it says. When a person’s heart has stopped 


life support, you must first recognize the 
early warning signals of a heart attack. 
They may include such things as dizziness, 
nausea, tightness around the chest, and 
shortness of breath. Then the actual CPR 
is initiated by performing mouth to mouth 
resuscitation along with external chest 
compressions. This must be done very 
quickly ‘and once it is started it is 
imperative that it is not interrupted.

‘Women’s sports at NECC

Women’s sports at Northern Essex appears to be suffering considerably due to the 
lack of interest shown by the women attending the college. 
The downfall in women’s participation has been taking place within the last few 


years, and this year seems to be no exception. The first women’s basketball meeting — 


_ was held last week with a disappointing total of only six members attending. 
The problem has nothing to do with the cooperation between the Athletic Depart- 
ment and women’s athletics. 


“We believe strongly in the Title Nine Program which states equal opportunity for 
men and woman athletes, but so far it’s been very difficult for us to maintain our posi- 
tion in this situation especially in the expenditure department. This is due to the 
number of women competing in our sports programs compared to the increased 
number of men involved in sports,” replied Jack Hess, newly appointed athletic direc- 
tor. 


“The teams are supplied with brand new uniforms, and they are just looking for 
someone to fill them, so the lack of equipment is not the problem. Also, the problem 
doesn’t rest on the need for advertisement,” he adds. 

“We advertise in the newspaper, radio, posters, and word of mouth. We just don’t 
know what the solution is,”’ says Hess.
